The applicant nauEt! bo a, citizen' of tho Tlnltcd 
States, or must take oat his first papers declaring hie" 
intention to become a citizen, Ho must be 21 years 
old, of the head of a family. He may enter 160 
acres, or any subdivision thereof. The land office 
fee IB 318 If-the land Is within tho riilroad limit, or 
S74 if without that limit. Tho applicant is required 
within eix months from the day of. filing to have Ja 
house bnlt and his family moved on, to the claim., 
His residence must tea continued one for years. He 
IB not however required to live on it day and night 
tlnually; but he must not bo absent more than BIX 
njonthsat any dnetlmo. A longer absence-will for- 
feit tho claim.! At the expiration of five years' resi- 
dencfe ho subnets his proof that he has lived on the 
land and cultivated it. Ho then gets his patent (deed) 
from the president of the United States. Any con- 
tract to convey/a portion or the whole of his claim 
before making! final proof destroys hie rights.' An 
abandonment of claim or a change of rctidence 
works a forfeiture. An unmarried woman may take 
a cairn, and If ehe marries, a continued residence on 
the land will give her title in her own name. Any 
time after six months of actual reuldenca the occu- 
pant may mike final prove and pay for hie land at 
rate of S2.EO per acre, if ^rilhln a railroad limit, or 
51.25 if without. Thia does not effect In any way 
his rights ts a pro-omiitor. A homestead cannot be 
taken for pa^t debts. 


A soldier who served in the war of the rtbel! ion on 


f,he TJn on B ,de has a right to take a lien on 160 acrea 
for six nion-:hs upon tae payment ol of J2. This 
m»y be tone through an attorney in foot. Evidence 
of the TBU ary service of the applicant must be Bub- 
mittec at the same time. The uolditr is given a year 
from date of filing his lien to build hia bouse In and 
oJove oh to Ilia claim. Every year of senlce in the 
»rmy, not exceeding four, is deducted from the five. 
He nyuat live at least one year on tho homestead, 
whatever the length of hia military service. 


TIIE rriB-EMPTION ACT. 


The applicant for a pre-emption mutt POBECEB the 


same qualifications af the homestead settler. The 
pro-emptor can take 160 acres or any surveyed sub- 
dlvlaion thereof. Within 80 days after maldng hlB 
settlement, ho must file at the local land offlce a no- 
tice, giving the boundaries of his claim according to 
the government survey and tho date of his eottle- 
ment or first improvements. For thia filing he muni 
pay S2. It may be a plain statement of the facts 
written by himself and Bent in by mail. ^Within 33 
months from the data of this settlement ,the claim- 
ant must submit his final proof. Ho must show both 
a residence and cultivation of the land for agricultu- 
ral purposes—a habitable dwelling, and an amount 
of other improvements, like plowing, stable, well, 
etc.—that will be satisfactory to the land officers and 
evidence of compliance with the spirit of the law. 
There is no definite valuation, as a minimum pre- 
scribed by law. The financial circumstances of the 
pre-emptor, the area claimed and the quality and 
general character of the land are considered in de- 
'teirniDg the sufficiency of the improvements. The 
'time of settlement ajid actual reeidence are strictly 
Inquired into. After six months of actual residence 
the pre-emptor may submit his final proof of the re- 
quisite improvements. He must appear in person at 
the land offlco and give bis testimony, and produce 
two creditable witnesses who. will swear to tho same 
facts. If tho witnesses live at a distance and their 
presence would be both expensive and inconvenient, 
•.heir atlidavits may be taken before any officer quali- 
fied to administer an oath under tho territorial laws. 
Upon making hig final proof the pre-emptor may 
pay in cash, military land warrants, supreme court 
or Louisiana scrip. Within the land grant limit of 
any railroad the pro-emptor pays g2.50 per aero or 
glOO for his 1GO acres. If outside of that limit he 
pays 31''^5 per acre or g2 0. Anytime before that 
33 months expires the claimant may convert hie 
claim into a homestead by making application at the 
land office and paying the homestead fee. No per- 
son who quits or abandons his residence on his own 
land to reside on public land in the sa-ice State or ter- 
ritory, or who owns 320 acres of land anywhere, is 
entitled to the benefits of Jhe pre-emption law. 
These disabilities, however, do not apply to the home- 
Btead or timber culture act. The privileges of all 
of these acts cannot be duplicated or repeated. 
Claims before tho perfection of title are not trans- 
ferable. 


THE TIMBZB CULTl'HE ACT. 


The land office fee under this act upon making an 


entry is $14. Tho applicant IB entitled to enter 160 
acres on any eection naturally devoid of timber. It 
must be the whole eeotlon that is barren of timber ' 
and not the 160 alone. Only one tree claim cun bo 
taken on a section. It takes eight years under this 
act to acquire title, but actual residence is net one of 
the requisites In getting it. The first year the claim- 
ant breaks five acres. The second year he cultivates 
that five to crop and breaks five more. The thirc 
year he plants the fir/-1 acres in trees and cultivates 
the second five to crop. She fourth year he plants 
the second five in trees, and then has ten acres ol 
trees. There is a fmoll fee on making proof, but nc 
other expense in securing title. He may break the 
whole and cultivate it and plant 10 acres or more the 
first year. 


OENEHAL 


An unmarried woman of age can talio advantage 


of tho benefits of'these nets the same as a man. If 
bhe marries before she has accepted title she can pro- 
ceed to prove up at the proper time the sarce as 11 
Bho had remained single. -In case of the death of G 
claimant before the title is perfected, his heirs or ad- 
ministrators may submit nual proof, after the heirs 
had completed the requirements of the law. Set- 
tlers can avail therneolies of the privileges of these 
laws,but once. Claims are not transferable bofort 
the titlo there is acquired. A qualified applicanl 
may take a pie-emptlon and a tree culture at the 
same time, or a homestead and a tree culture at the 
same time. As floon as he has proved up on his pre- 
emption, for instance, he can take a homestead and 
fn that way can get possession of 480 acres within a 
year of first settlement. All the BODS and daughter* 
of age can avail themselves of the benefits of the 
lane, lawa.
